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A REMARKABLE ACCOUNT OF A WIDOW BURNING 
HERSELF ON THE FUNERAL PILE-OF HER HUSBAND, 
AT NENARES, IN INDOSTIAN, 

YV LE 1 was purfuing my profeffional labours in Be- 

nares, I received information of a ceremony which 
was to take place on the banks of the river, and which 
greatly excited my cunofhiy. I had often read and re- 
peatediy heard of that moft horrid cultom among, per- 
haps, the moft mild and genie of the human race, the 


Liindoos; the faciifice of the wile on the death of her 


huibana, and that by amrans from which naiare feems 
to fhrink with the utmolt abhorrence, by burning. The 
perfon whom I faw of the Bhyfe (merchant) tribe or cali; 
a clafs of people we fhould naturally fuppole exempt from 
the bigh and impetucus pride of rank, and in whom the 
natural defie to preferve hfe fhould in general predomi- 
nate, undiverted from its proper courfe by a profpect of 
poflhumous fame, I may add, that theie motes are 
yreatly flrengthened by the exemption of this clafs from 
that infamy with which the refufal is inevitably branded 
in thei fuperiors. Upen my repairing to the fpot, on the 
banks of the iver, where the ceremony was to take place, 
1 found the body of the man ona bier, and covered with 
linen, already brought down and laid at the edge of the 
river. At this time, about ten in the morning, only a 
few people were affembled, who appeared dellitute of 
feeling at the catafirophe that was to take place; I may 
even fay that they difplayed the moft perfect apathy and 
indiference. After waiting a confiderable time the wife 
appeared, attended by the Bramins, and mufic, with fome 
few relations. The procefiion was flow and folemn; the 
vidtiva moved with a fteady and firm ftep; and, apparent- 
ly with a perfect compoluie of countenance, approached 
clofe to the body of her hufband where for fome time 
they halted. She then addreffed thofe who were near het 
with compofure, and without the leaft trepidation of voice 
or change of countenance. She held in her left hand a 
cocoa nut, in which was a red colour mixed up, and dip- 
ping in it the forefinger of her right hand, fhe marked 
thofe near her, to whom fhe wilhed to fhew the laft aét 
of attention, As at this time I ftood clole to her, fhe ob- 
ferved me attentively, and with the colour marked me on 
the forehead, She might be about twenty-four or five 
years of age, atime of life when the bloom of beauty 
has generatly fled the cheek in India; but ftill the pre- 
ferved a fufhcient fhare to prowe that fhe muit have been 
handfome: her figure was fmall, but clegantly turned ; 
and the form of her hands and arms was particularly 
beautiful. Her drefs was a loofe rgbe of while flowing 
drapery, that extended from her head to the feet, The 
place of facrifice was highe: up on the bank of the river, 
a hundred yards or move from the fpot where we now 
flood, The pile was compofed of dried branches, leaves, 
and rufhes, with a door on one fide, and arched and co- 
vered.on the top: by the fide of the door flood a man 
with a lighted brand. From the time the woman appear- 
ed, to the taking up of the body to convey it into the pile, 
might: occupy a fpace of half an hour, which was em- 
ployed in prayer with the Bramins, in attentions to thofe 
who flood near her, and converfation with her relations. 
When the body was taken up fhe followed clofe to it, ai- 
tended by the chief Bramin; and when it was depetiued 
in the pile, fhe bowed to all around her, end entered 
without {peaking. The moment fhe centered, the door 
was clofed ; the fire was put to the combuflibles, which 
inftant!y flamed, and immenfe quantities of dried wood 
and other matters were thrown upon it. This laft part of 
the ceremony was accompanied by the fhouts of the mul- 
titude, who now became numerousy and the whole fcem- 
ed a mafs of confufed rejoicing. For my part, I felt 
myfelf a€tuated by very. different fentiments: the event 
that I had been witnefs to was fuch, that the minuteft civ- 
cumflances attending it could not be eraled from my me-
